Labor Government Measure Sets Up Board to 
Operate Subways, Street Cars and Buses 
and Regulate All Traffic.

LONDON, April 9. — The Mac-| 
Donald Labor Government has de- 
cided to nationalize the $650,000,- 
000 transport facilities of greater 
London. 

The transport bill has pass<d its 
second reading in the House of 
Commons by a comfortable major- 


ity, and passage of its third read- 
ing and approval by the Lords will 
‘be followed by the 7overnment 
‘taking over all the subway, tran: 
(‘and bus lines now operated by ale | 
most 100 private companies. 
The merged lines, which carry 
4,.000,000,000 passengers a year, 
will be the largest city transport 
system in the world. It will be 
ownéd by the Government and will 
be operated by a board of five ap- 
pointed by the Minister of Trans- 
port.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 9.—A 
resolution authorizing the speaker 
to appoint a committee to investi- 
gate the efficiency and economy of 
State departments, bureaus and 
commissions was passed by the 
House today. The vote was 63 to 
55. 

The committee, according to the 
terms of the resolution, which was 
introduced by Representative El- 
mer Jones of Macon County, Dem-- 
ocrat, will consist of three Demo- 
crats and five Republicans. Mem- 
bers will serve without pay, being 
allowed only actual expenses, and 
will report to the Speaker at or 
before the next session of the 
Legislature. 

The resolution states that there 
is little real supervisory authority 
over departments and that the 
legislative sessions are so brief,

Representatives Jones, Maxey of 
Bates County and Joffee of Kan- 
sas City said that such an investi- {\ 
gation was necessary to determine 
what departments, if any, should 
be abolished or consolidated to 
prevent duplication of work.

The jury was unable to agree or 
One count’of mail fraud charged in 
connection with Dove's transactions 
with C. E. Westbrook, whom he 
was alleged to have promised thé 
office of Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue here in return for $1000. 
Dove was convicted, however, of 
violating the Patronage act in ac- 
cepting the $1000. 

Other transactiong of which the 
defendant was convicted were ac- 
ceptance of $500 from J. P. Benson 
on promise to obtain the appoint- 
ment of Benson’s son as postmaster 
at College Park, Ga., and $276 
from Charles O’Neal, on promise to 
have his son, Wade O’Neal, made 
a deputy Gerk of the District 
Court for the Northern District of 
Georgia.

No change is made in the present 
law fixing 96 inches as the maxi- 
mum width of a motor vehicle, in- 
cluding load; 12 feet six inches as 
the maximum height, and 36 feet 
as the maximum length. Instead of 
the total length of 60 feet per- 
mitted under the present law for 
vehicles coupled together, the new 
Jaw fixes this total length at 38 
feet. 

Many complaints have been made 
to the State Highway Departmerc 
that trains of vehicles have been 
operated on the highways and that 
on many curves a part of trains 
would swing on to the left side of 
'the road, endangering passing mo- 
tor cars.

delphia and Chicago are controlled 
by the city authorities. The rela- 
tive efficiency of the police forces 
of these cities is well known, and

“W hile bills 222-223 continue the

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COST OF MEAT INSPECTION. 

The Committee on Public Welfare, in charge of the 
meat inspection bill before the Board of Aldermen, 
advises against haste. Its report speaks of legal and 
practical difficulties. The legal difficulties, whatever 
they are, can be resolved, we suppose, by the eity’s 
legal department. 
As for the practical difficulties, that of cost must, 
of course, be considered. The cost is estimated at 
$75,000 a year. , The experience -f other cities, how- 
ever, shows that this expense decreases, by reason of 
the fact that many dealers prefer the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s inspection, for business reasons, which 
makes municipal inspection unnecessay. That is 


The fear that passage of this ordinance would ag- 
gravate unemployment may, we believe, be dismissed.

WASHINGTON, April 7. 

AST night I read the article in the St. 
L Louis Post-Dispatch | of March 29, en- 

titled, “The Failure of Public Utility 
Regulation and the Remedies.” 

It seems to me there is no answer to this 
logical argument. It is cOmmon knowledge 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
land that the regulation of public utilities 
has been a failure. Here and there regula- 
tion is effective, but sooner or later the 
Power Trust, by its continual propaganda 
and interference with elections, will get 
control of the regulating body so that regu- 
lation in the end has come to mean that 
the regulators, instead of regulating the 
business, have in turn been regulated by the 
business. To assert this is not necessarily 
to say that tHe regulating bodies are cor- 
rupt. The Power Trust secures the best 
experts which money can buy—the ablest 
attorneys in the land—and regulating bod- 
ies day after day are confronted with an 
amazing coterie of highly paid and able 
men, who eventually lead the regulators 
astray and control them by methods and 
means which are secret and which are not 
even known to exist by members of the 
various regulating commissions.

While the case is dragging its weary way 
through the courts, the municipality, whea 
a trial is finally reached, has so far always 
won. But an appeal is taken. An injune- 
tion is issued. And when the people begin 
to fear that their expensive litigation will 
rever end and that they are never going to 
get relief, the power company comes for- 
ward again and through its influence an- 
other election is called. 

I have in mind several cities where three 
or four elections have been held. When the 
power company is defeated in one election, 
while it takes the case up to another court, 
another election is galled, and perhaps a 
third election. Often it occurs that the 
power company offers to buy the municipal 
plants and they have an election on that 
proposition. If they are defeated, then an- 
other election is called on some proposi- 
tion in which the Power Trust has reduced 
its rate. Sometimes these bids are raised to 
a fabulous amount, perhaps three or four 
times the fair value of the plant, and thus 
indycement is made in this way to bribe the 
voter. And when the people are tired out 
with four or five years of expensive litiga- 
4ion in battling for their rights in various 
elections, they finally become weary and 
surrender. 

And then what happens? All of this ex- 
pense and all of this fictitious value is paid 
for by the people themselves. This ficti- 
tious estimate of value becomes a new rate 
base, and through all time the power con- 
sumers must pay to the Power Trust a rev- 
enue sufficient to pay dividends upon this 
example of their own folly.

I note what is said in the Post-Dispatch 
article about permitting private companies 
to operate on a revocable permit. This 
method has sometimes worked well, In 
, theory. it is a big improvement over past 
-conditions, but, in my judgment, it is not as 
effective as municipal or other public com- 
petition. 

Electricity, from its very nature, should 
be generated and distributed by a monopoly. 
There ig no doubt but that a monopoly— 
first, of a municipal plant, and then of a 
larger system connecting many municipal 
plants—can serve electricity cheaper than 
can many individuai plants, whether pri- 
vately or publicly owned. If we once agree 
to the proposition that a monopoly is nec- 
essary in order to get cheap electricity, 
then the question presents itself: Should 
this monopoly be owned by the public? 1 
- cannot conceive of a free people 


The court procedure which is always re- 
sorted to by the Power Trust means almost 
unlimited delay and untold expense. The 
people do not always realize that they pay 
this expense; that they ‘make the contribu- 
tion when they pay for the electric cur- 
rept which they buy from the Power Trust 
and which is sufficient to pay all of these 
numerous and often unnecessary and ex- 
travagant expenses. All of these expenses 
are charged up as part of the operating ex- 
pense and the people pay the bill. ‘This is 
so well known by the Power Trust that they 
never hesitate to go into court when they 
know in advance that in the end they are 
going to be beaten. It costs them nothing 
and by long delay they wear out their op- 
position, 

I have before me as I write a letter from 
a county seat in a Western state, where the 
people were supplied with electricity by one 
of the constituent subsidiaries of the Power 
Trust. The rates were so high that the 
people put in a municipal plant. Ry 
this means they reduced the rates—cut 
them almost in half. The power company 
immediately followed them and charged the 
same rate. The town was not large enough 
to sustain two companies, with a duplicate 
set of wires running all over the town and 
a double set of generating machinery, so 
when the franchise of the Power Trust ex- 
pired, the people, by vote, refused to extend 
it. But the power company paid no at- 
tention to this. The proper authoritieg or- 
dered theni.to remove their poles from the 
streets, but they ignored the order; they 
went into court; and they got an injunc- 
tion. 

The case will eventually reach the Su- 
preme Court of the United States.
